IMPOTENT GOVERNMENT. 

An impotent government in Pe- 
king, a corrupt tuchun of Manchuria 
in Chang-Tso-lin, who himself stops 
at nothing for his own advancement, 
has enabled the police of Harbin to 
organize a graft and squeeze upon 
the helpless Russians that could 
not. be tolerated without approval 
of the provincial authorities, for it 
is a matter of common knowledge. 
So it may be that a Percentage of 
the graft is handed on to Mukden.

CHINA IS FORCED. 

Forced China, while the other 
Powers were engaged in the war, 
to accept an agreement containing 
twenty-one demands, which gives 
Japan tremendous economic advan- 
tages in China, among other things 
the renewal of the lease of the south 
Manchurian railroad until 2002, 
without the right of redemption by 
China. 

Japan ie one of the three nations 
of the world which directly profited 
from the war between the Central 
Powers of Europe and the allied and 
associated governments that finally 
ended the Kaiser's dream of pan- 
Germanism. The other two were 
Spain and Holland, both neutrals. 
When the war broke out Japanese 
finances and business enterprises 
were in a demoralized condition. 

Although a belligerent the inter- 
ests of Japan were not directly af- 
fected by the war. Her relations 
with Germany have always been 
the most amicable, barring the 
Kaiser's control of Shantung and 
Kaichow, which Japan has always 
coveted and from which she has 
since drawn heavily for labor for 
carrying out her scheme of exploit- 
ing Manchuria and Mbngolia. 

The first step taken by Japan in 
the World War was to send her 
naval and land forces to Shantung. 
which fell into her lap after five 
weeks’ resistance. Japan established 
herself there, tcok over the admin- 
istration of the acquired territory 
and has been there ever since. 

Advices from Kaichow brought 
to me by men of established integrity 


are that the Chinese population of 


the Shantung province have prac- 
tically abandoned hope of ever re- 
gaining control of their country, un- 
less the United States and other 
Great Powers make a direct issue 
of the matter. 

The case of Siberia is almost sim- 
Har to that of Shantung. Japan sent 
her military forces to co-operate 
with the expedition dispatched by 
the United States to rescue the 
Czecho-Slovak army which had 
been isolated by the German-Aus- 
trian forces. The United States with- 
drew its troops as soon as the ob- 
ject had been accomplished, but 
Japan has maintained a large mili- 
tary force at Viadivostok and has 
ignored all arguments made to the 
Mikado’s government for the with- 
drawal of it. 

The Japanese program in Siberia 
differs in no essential feature from 
the policy she has pursued in Shan- 
tung. in Korea and in Manchuria. 
In taking advantage of the unsettled 
conditions that prevail in Siberia the 
Mikado's government is ambitious 
to extend her sphere of influence on 
the mainiand of Asia and find room 
for the hordes of her people that 
struggle for an existence in their 
crowded island home. The processes 
by which Japan is laying a founda- 
tion for expansion in Siberia are the 
assertion that none of the Oc- 
cidental nations have any “special 
interests in the Far East and they 
should not interfere with the most 
powerful of the orienta) countries, 
which ise assumed to have special 
interests ‘in the Far East.

TESTED FOR STRENGTH. | 


It was my good fortune to come at 
a time when a new type of wing 
had just been completed and was to 
be tested for strength. I witnessed 
; this test and after seeing it frankly 

admit that an airplane is to my mind 
the most strongly constructed piece 


was first placed on a pair of scales 
and weighed. To my unbounded 
astonishment it was but sixty pounds. 
I was then informed that the biplape 
for which this was constructed 
would have a total weight when 
fully loaded with passengers, fuel, 
oll, etc., of 2200 pounds. As there 
are four wings each would stand a 
strain, or carry a weight of 550 
pounds. The engineer then told me 
that in designing this wing he had 
ordered it so constructed that 
would have a factor of safety 
six to one. By that is meant that 
each wing would stand a strain of 
six times 650 pounds or 3300 
pounds. 
Then came the testing, and I must 
confess that I would have found it 
dificult to credit had I not seen it 
myself. The wing was mounted on 
a rack as though it were in its place 
on an airplane. It was then turned 
upside down because that is the side 
on which the strain comes. Men 
began piling sacks of sand upon it, 
each one weighing fifty pounds. 1 
stood in amazement that verged on 
excitement as they kept piling sack 
after sack upon that wing. 
the 3300 pounds required had been 
placed upon the wing and there was 
no sign of its giving way. I asked 
the engineer how mueh it would 
take to break it and he assurred me 
that it would stand at least 1100 
pounds more of sand, giving it a 
safety factor of eight to one. I 
was curious and he iaughingly 
asked: “You don’t want us to break 
a perfectly good wing panel te find 
out, do you?” It had stood its test 
and that is all that is required.

Seventeen Hundred Men 
Sworn in to Wage War on 
Criminals Here. 


Announcement that 1700 special 
deputies for the county constabulary 
have been sworn in to date was 
made yesterday by Sheriff Traeger 
and Undersheriff Eugene Biscafluz. 

The organization to combat crime 
in Los Angeles county, particularly 
because of the winter epidemic of 
lawlessness already under way. will 
be perfected within thirty days, it 
was stated, and wii] comprise 2500 
armed citizens. 

Scores of applicants for the con- 
stabulary are visiting the Sheriff's 
office dally. Every constable has 
been requested to turn in the names 
of six or eight reputable and fear- 
leas citizens in his township who 
will serve on the new law-enforce- 
ment branch. 

Undersheriff Biscailuz stated that 
1000 men in all parts of the county 
are available for active duty in pre- 
venting crime and apprehending 
criminals. The remaining 700 are 
available for guard duty in their 
neighborhoods. 

Garage men in the outlying dis- 
tricts are being sworn in as rapidly 
as possible, as this is considered a 
highly strategic end of the organiza- 
tion. Each member of the new force 
who has a telephone is listed at the 
Sheriff's office for emergency calls 
night or day. 

“Within a month we will have a 
powerful and important force of 
men to assist omcers,“ sgid Under- 
sheriff Biscailuz. “We feel that the 
constabulary will develop into an 
efficient means of stamping out law 
lessness and capturing offenders.”

outside London and supporting my 
little family on my earnings as a 
casual journalist. Apparently my 
outgoings at that time were at the 
average rate of £5 every ten days, 
exclusive of rates and taxes, and my 
incomings about balanced them.

For the copyright of the first I 
received £50-——payment at the rate 
of the present day unémployment 
dole for the time spent on it. For 
the second I had received rather 
more—earnings in the measure of a 
pit boy's wages.

A CANNY SCOT. 

When my third story was about 
half done I wrote to the editor of 
a Scotch weekly journal, offering it 
for serial publication at that price. 
The good man (his letter is before 
me) was very cautious: “It is a great 
risk taking an unfinished story by 
an unknown author (our circulation 
is so great,) but if we can have the 
sole serial rights in Scotland I do 
not think the price you ask, £650, 
will be a drawback. And if your 
story takes on with our readers yo 
may, of course, command highe 
terms for a future tale.” 

I agreed and the money was paid 
to me (apparently I needed it in 
advance,) but when my novel was 
finished the editor rued his bargain. 
In another letter he tells me that 
on second thoughts he has decided 
not to publish my story in the jour- 
nal of “great circulation,” being 
afraid it would not “take on“ with 
his readers, but to run it in an eve- 
ning paper published by the same 
proprietors. This he did, curtailing 
it unmercifully, as if anxious to get 
it over and done with. 

Of course my pride was humbled 
to the dust and in my wrath I wrote 
a wild, vain and ineffectual letter of 
protest (which I am told still ¢xists,) 
but my real revenge came later. 
That was in 1886, and at the begin- 
ning of the present year 1921, the 
good man being long gone, his suc- 
cessor in the editorial chair wrote 
asking for the temporary use of the 
same story and offering £250 for it. 
I answered (I trust good-naturedly) 
telling the foregoing story and he 
a amicably. saying Don't 
visit the sins of the fathers upon the 
children.” I did not. The story was 
“The Deemster.” 

Not the least of my rewards as 
a story-teller has been the difficulty 
of simple souls to distinguish my 
fiction from fact. After the publica-

John Koolbeck, 79, the only u- 
ing man heard Gen. Wimam T. 
Sherman's famous on, 
“War is hell!” now in Den- 
ver with his grandson, John Kool- 
deck, 

Before his death Gen. Sherman 
tried to recall the incident of the 
utterance, but failed. John , Kool- 
beck remembers where, when, why 
and how the statement was made. 
He tells the story: 

“After Vicksburg, Joe Johnson re- 
treated across the Pearl River in 
Jackson, Miss. Sherman was in 
command of our army. I was with 
Gen. EB. F. Winslow as ailde-de- 
camp. My regiment wae the Fourth 
lowa Cavalry. We were after the 
rebels and the infantry had jun 
gone over the pontoon bridge across 
Pearl River. 

“Gen. Sherman sat on his horse at 
the edge of the river, apparently lost 
in theught. Just as the cavalry 
started over, the hoofs of the horses 
clattering against the loose planks, 
Sherman locked up and called out 
to us, Boys. war is hell!’ 

“Tl was At the head of the line 
with Winslow. So 1 heard him 
clearly. Sympathy ter his tired 
troops prompted him.’

The immediate problem is one of 
financing, and this is by no means 
hopeless, notwithstanding the trou- 
bles of American railroads along 
this line. The Southern Pacific of 
Mexico has claims agsresating 
about 26,000,000 pesos against the 
Mexican government. Fart of this 
amount is for hauling troops and 
other government representatives in 
the ten years of revolution, and part 
is for property seized or destroyed 
during the revolution. The Mexican 
government heretofore has not been 
in a position financially to meet 
these claims, but with recognition by 
the United States it will doubtless 
be able to settle these claims, along 
with others. 

WILL BUILD RAILWAY. 

It is understood that with the set- 

tlement of its claims by the Mexican 


government, the Southern Pacific 
will immediately devote the money 


last February, the road was in op- 
eration only as far as Ruiz, sixty- 
two miles this side of Tepic. This 
was because of two large bridges 
that had been destroyed during the 
revolution. These have now been 
restored, opening the road to Tepic. 

The States of the west coast, trav- 
ersed by the Southern Pacific, are 
wonderfully rich, both in agricul- 
tural possibilities and in mineral 
wealth. Gold, silver, 98 and 
other metals are found in abundance, 
while probably no part of the North 
American continent is richer agri- 
culturally than are the Pacific 
States of Mexico.

LOS ANGELES 
AND MEXICO. 


(Continued from Second Page.) 
ilar to Sinaloa, except that it is more 
tropical and more mountainous. 
This entire region produces banan- 
as, cocoanuts, coffee and many oth- 
er tropical products. 

‘The State of Jalisco is a large 
State irregular in shape, extending 
down to the Pacific between Nayar- 
it and Colima, but the greater part 
of the state lies on the plateau east 
of the Sierra Madre range, and ex- 
tending east into Central Mexico. 
That portion weat of the moun- 
tains is very rich and tropical. The 
well-known Los Angeles firm of Lee 
Chamberlain 4 Co. has large 
holdings in this ion, but it has 
no connection wi the outside 
world except by sea. 

Mr. Henry Chamberlain has made 
a study of the possibilities of trad- 
ing along the Pacific Coast of Mex- 
ico with small trading vessels, and 
he believes a large business could be 
developed in this way. There are 
dozens of smali ports and landings 
along the Pacific coast of Mexico 
which serve many rich ranches and 
haciendas. These ranches have no 
way to market their products or to 
purchase goods from the outside 
world except through these small 
ports or landings, and during the 
ten years of the revolution these 
rich ranches have been cut off from 
outside communication and trans- 
portation, for the small ports are 
too shallow even for the ordinary 
coasting steamer to enter. 

Mr. Chamberlain knows this re- 
gion well, and he believes a good 
business can be done in trading 
merchandise for the products of 
these ranches and haciendas. and 
concentrating them at Mazatian, 
Manzanillo, or some of the other 
larger ports, for export by steamer 
or railroad. 

The other portion of Jalico Mes at 
an altitude of £000 feet or more and 
is more intensively developed. It 
produces sugar and many other 
crops, and all kinds of tropical and 
subtropical fruits. Here is located 
Guadalajara, the capital city, and a 
short distance away is Lake Cha- 
pala. A tourist hotel on Lake Cha- 
pala is managed by a Los Angeles 
man. 


WATER ROUTES. 

The broad Pacific furnishes an- 
other highway from Los Angeles to 
the west coast of Mexico, and 
through the ports to the interior. 
The Pacific Mail has long had a serv- 
ice down the west coast, which has 


recently been augmented by its Bal- 


timore passenger service calling at 
Manzanillo. From this port the 
Mexican National Railway reaches 
Guadalajara and Mexico City. 

The new Clan line, which will in- 
augurate service about November 1, 
promises to do much to develop- 
op the trade of the west coast. This 
line will make its northern head- 
quarters in Los Angeles, and Major 
H. 8 Winters has recently arrived 
here from Liverpool to act as resi- 
dent manager. This line will be 
operated by Cayser & Irvine, Ltd., 
one of the largest British shipping 
Arma, but its. vessels will fly the 
Mexican flag. It will have six 
freight and passenger vessels run- 
ning from Los Angeles down the en- 
tire west coast of Mexéco. 


RAILROAD TRAVEL. 


The possibilities of passenger trav- 
el between Los Angeles and Mexico 
City when the Southern Pacific's line 
ie completed, can scarcely be esti- 
mated. Los Angeles now has a 
population of approximately 700,-

An 
ancient civilization had existed 
there before the arrival of the Aztecs 
in the fourteenth century, with 
pyramids as wonderful as those of 
Egypt, and when Cortez conquered 
the city in 1521, the Spaniards esti- 
mated that it had a population of 
500,000—although this was prob- 


ruins of the Aztec city——then known 
as Tenochtitlan—Cortez built the 
present City of Mexico; but through 
all the centuries from the days of 
the early Aztec civilization, Chapul- 
tepec has been the home of the rul- 
er of Mexico, as it is today the home 
of President Obregon. 

A new era doubt less is dawning 
in Mexico. Its history has always 
been one of bloodshed and repres- 
sion of the lower classes. Today 
Mexico is tired of bloodshed, and a 
movement is on foot to educate and 
raise the standard of living of the 
Mexican masses. 

Although there has been much ar- 
gument over the effect of the pres- 
ent Mexican constitution on foreign 
investments, President Obregon has 
repeatedly stated that he welcomes 
foreign capital and that it will be 
protected in Mexico, and the Men- 
can courts appear to be inclined to 


ernment, and with protection for 
outside capital, the development of 
Mexico is bound to make rapid 
strides in the next few years.

seem to have turned the corner. 
However, he trusts that a brisk 
walk will 3 * take the place of the 
limp that still evident in these 
commodities. 

A. G. Graham, Westwood National 
Bank, Westwood, Cal., says: “While 
our section has been quite badly af- 
flicted during the depression period 
of the lumber industry, it is now re- 
sponding to the pick-up in demand 
for lumber, and the present pay 
roll of the large lumber companies 
in our section totals 1700 hands, 
while the normal capacity of the 
mill is about 2500. This is a pick- 
up in employment in our section 
from the low point of about 1100. 
I look for a continuance of the 
improvement and expect by mid- 
summer of next year to see ex- 
treme activity in the industry of 
our section.” 

CALIFORNIA OPINION. 

F. W. Sinclair, cashier mana- 
ger Growers’ Bank, Sa ose, says 
that business in his section is hold- 
ing up well and that a better feel- 
ing is generally expressed. We 
wanted more fruit canning activity 
in our section. but it seemed im- 
possible to interest either the can- 
ner or the grower m any increased 
effort, after the failure of last’ year 
to realize on his intense activity. 
Our bank has enjoyea a wonderful 
growth during its first year of exis- 
te ne. 

P. Gafvert, cashier Pioneer Bank. 
Porterville, says that conditions in 
his section are sound and on the 
uproad. 

R. D. McCook, president, Ameri- 
can National Bank, San Bernardino, 
says that generally, his section is 
feeling the impetus of better condi- 


tions, 
C. F. Hamsher, president, First 
National Bank, Los Gatos, says: 


“Cropa in our section, mostly fruit, 
of course, have been fair. Prunes 
will run about 70 per cent normal. 
Prices of our early products were 
lower than was hoped for, and lower 
than later demand justifiedy but 
Prune prices are going to be satis- 
factory. Conditions generally in our 
vicinity are good—never have 
particularly bad, in fact, any de- 
pression that e was large 
psychological.” 

Le Roy Holt, president, First Na- 
tional Bank, Holtville, says that 
business generally in the Imperial 
Valley is improving. “We consider,” 
says Mr. Holt, that our people have 
been improved in a business way 
during the year past, for they have 
learned that diversified crop inter- 
ests are the wisest. Naturally we are 
receiving some relief from the re- 
cent better cotton prices.” 


MINUTE INTERVIEWS. 


James A. Allen, a director of the 
First Nationg! Bank, Chanyte, Kan. 
says: “Our resources are agricul- 
ture, mineral oil, gas and industry. 
Our heaviest depression has been 
during the past four mowths, and 
conditions now are improving. Both 
oil and industry have taken the up- 
road during the past ten days. Rail- 
road business is very slack. Money 
is available for sound economic use.“ 

J. W. Morgan, cashier, Railey & 
Bros. Banking Company, Weston. 
Mo., says: “The economic condi- 
tions in our specific locality and. in 
fact, the entire northern portion of 
Missouri, are on the upgrade. Hon 
ever, it will take at least two good 
crop years for us to get out of hot 
water. Crops this year are not 
bringing in much money. The —— 
crop, which is our main produce 
was very poor, the yield being — 
and the quality inferior. The de- 
moralization of live-stock prices has 


crippled us to some extent.” 

Henry C. Meyer, assistant cashier, 
First National Bank, A me, 
In. says: “Bullding conditio in 


our section have started up, though 
at present they are considerably 
hampered by labor trouble. Farm- 
ers are somewhat disappointed on 
account of the tremendous drop in 
prices of their products without cor- 
in other lines. 
There is a strong demand for money 
at the highest rate permitted by our 
State law—7 per cent.“ 
ALL ARE OPTIMISTIC. 

W. M. Filer, president of the 
Bank of Miami, Miami, Ariz., says 
that Conditions generally in Arizona 
are favorable from the crop stand- 
point. He says that the harvests of 
oats and wheat in the higher alti- 
tudes is about complete, with yields 
running about average. 

L. E. Thomas, State Bank Com- 
missioner of Shreveport, La., says 
that bank conditions in his State 
have very materially improved dur- 
ing the past forty days, due largely 
to 20-cent cotton and 4-cent rice. 
“The sugar sections of our State,” 
says Mr. Thomas, are not quite so 
satisfoctcry, but improvement in 
price of cil has had 1 wholesome et- 
fect. as has the increased demand 
for lumber.” 

Norris Broaddus, vice-president of 
the Stockyards National Bank, Kan- 
sas City, Mo., says: “Fifty million 
cattle pool has helped our section 
materially in more ways than one. 
Probably its most far-reaching ef- 
fect has been its stimulation of the 

orale of both the stockman and 
the small town banker.“ 

James 8. Bayley, manager of the 
department of analysis and statis- 
tics of the Republic National Bank, 
Chicago, says that condftions general 
ly in and about Chicago are register- 
ing an improvement. This is espe- 
cially true of the back country, and 
this improvement is naturally find- 
ing reflection in the metropolis.

BACK FROM 
A LENGTHY 
AUTO TRIP. 


Los Angeles Man Returns 
After Cruising All Over the 
United States. 


After an absence of more than a 
year, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Schwartz 
of this city have some interesting ex- 
periences to relate regarding a trip 
made in a Willys-Knight touring, 
model 84, purchased in 1916, in 
which they traveled approximately 
16,000 miles. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schwartz and three 
others left in June, 1920, and went 


by easy stages across the continent, 
requiring three months for this part 
of their journey. They visited prac- 
tically all of the interesting places 
en route, including Pike's Peak, 
French Lick, West Baden, and also 
stopped at the principal cities en 
route, such as Washington, D. C., and 
New York City. The party spent the 
winter of 1920-21 at the latter place, 
where a thorough inspection of Man- 
hattan Island and adjacent points 
was enjoyed. 

According to their story of the trip, 
as written to J. F. omason, branch 
manager of the ys-Overland Pa- 
cific Company, Willys-Knight and 
Overland distributors, all members 
of the party left New York in May 
of the present year and traveled 
through the New England States, 
covering the Green Mountains and 
the Berkshires, From thence they 
motored back to New York through 
the Adirondack and Catskill Moun- 
tains, and also covered a portion of 
the province of Quebec in Canada, a 
total mileage for this side trip of 
1400 miles. 

Leaving New York again, the party 
traveled to Niagara Falis via Roch- 
ester and Buffalo. From Niagara the 
party followed the shores of the 
reat Lakes into Chicago. After 
leaving the Illinois metropolis, the 
Schwartz — journeyed via the 
Northern States to Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park.

Driving Knack 
That May Help 
You in a Pinch. 


“Starting an automobile up hill is 
not so easy, but it may become 
simple if properly done,” declared 
J. W. Gaffney, Owen Magnetic dis- 
tributor. 

“With the engine running, the gear 
lever in neutral and the emergency 
brake on, set the hand throttle 80 
that is about half way up or at 
least enough to permit the engine 
to speed up considerably. The speed 
increase of the engine is not of so 
much interest t the need for 
power. 

“The next step is to push out the 
cluteh and place the gear lever in 
low. Finally the clutch would be 
let in gradually as the hold of the 
emer@ncy brake is released. After 
the car is in motion the hand throt- 
tle may de closed and control 
of the speed shifted to the accel- 
erator. After this method has been 
learned it is obvious that the use of 
the hand throttle may be dispensed 
with and the start made through the 
manipulation of the accelerator. 

“An alternative method where 
preference is had for the service 
brake, is to use the brake for hold- 
ing the car while the engine speed 
is controlled by the hand throttle. 
Finally the easiest method is to use 
the feet alone. The car is held by 
the foot brake while the clutch fs 
pushed out and the gear lever placed 
in low. Then the right foot is quick- 
lv taifted to the accelerator pedal 
while the clutch is engaged. This is 
not a good method for the beginner 
but it is the best plan after the driv- 
er has learned to control his move- 
ments.”

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Here is Worthington Osborn’s 
story of gross ignorance and injustice, 
he told it to me: 


Aimee was bora in the soft cual mines 
of Pennsylvania, twenty-three years ago. 
Her parents were Lithuanian immigrants. 
The mother, morbid, hysterical, supersti- 
tion-obsessed. The father, a laborer, over- 
grown, a glutton, fat-brained, of the men- 
tal age of about 14. 

They lived in holes in the mining colo 
nies, with no exercise, air or sanitation.

Aimee was forbidden to de part in 
games or gym. work in school. She was 
taken out of high school. with influenza, 
and a quack called in. He refused to come 
into her room, for fear of “getting it.” He 
left large boxes of asperin and collected 
his fee. Aimee was saturated with asperin 
and other drugs, but she refused to die. 


Then came a second attack of influenza, 
with pleurisy and pneumonia indications. 
The process was repeated, and supple 
mented by a sentence to die with tubercu- 
losis. She refused. She was taken te a 
quack and infected with the disease by 
serums. She was nagged by day and by 
night into believing she must die with tu- 
berculosis. She was taken to a hypnotist, 
and “treated” daily for over a year. 

A “vaportorium” was established across 
the street. Aimee was rushed over. She 
was “examined” by a half-witted quack, 
who talked of “brounical” tubes. Death 
sentence was pronounced. They consented 
to try to save her for $350. A gas mask 
was fitted and she was anesthetized for 
thirty minutes daily, for seven months. 
Every day she was lectured on the awful 
death that they were saving her from.

1 told her what 
a few months of right living would do. 
She wanted to live right. Her people had 
absolutely forbidden any and, all buch 
moves. 

Bit by bit, she confessed all that had 
been done to her. I told her that nature 
would undo their dirty work. Aimee 
stopped her trips to the hypnotist and to 
the hop-joint. She stopped using the 
dopes that they bought for her daily. 

I talked with her people about the ef- 
fects of drugging and no exercise. They 
flew into such rage that I had never be- 
fore seen. Aimee and 1 both realized that 
her life was not safe there a day. We 
were quickly married, and set up in Holly- 

wood. 


Aimee could not walk six blocks, or lift 
a ehair. She could not breathe. Her 
lungs and throat had been paralyzed for 
seven months by the “vapors.” 

Her mother had called down the vilest 
curses on us, at our marriage. Aimee had 
been stuffed with this insane drivel all her 
life. Her heart was pure gold. Her spirit, 
some way, kept above it. 

In thirty days of natural living and hap- 
piness, she was transformed. She lifted 
me, several times a day, 150 pounds. She

They broke up our housé. We moved ito 
another. They got at my partner and 
created a disruption in my work.

We 
moved and put Aimee on a. sunroof. In 
twenty-four hours she was wonderfully im- 
proved. Her eyes sparkled. The color 
came into her cheeks. Her appetite was 
good. She ate and the strength flew into 
her. She filled her lungs without effort or 
pain. For the first time in three years, 
I went to the mother, and asked her to 
come with me to see Aimee. She flew into 
an insane fit and bellowed curses at me. 
She ran to get a gun to shoot me. “I keel 
her daughfér—she keel me.” 1 worked to 
quiet her. She and the sister jabbered in 
Lithvanian. They quieted down and went 
with me. 

Aimee lay in her suncourt, at peace with 
the universe. The woman rushed in and 
screamed curses at her. Then she was 
gone. For the first time, Aimee was proof 
against this. It did not touch her. 
Then they returned with a District-At- 
torney’s man and rushed upon Aimee. I 
ordered him ort of my home. He became 
very meek and explai “how it was.” 
He had to investigaté. They were véry 
busy. They had no time for foolishness. 
if there was “nothing to it.” they would 
drop it. He “wanted to know the trouble.” 
I gave him the facts, from beginning to 
end. He wagsled his head. “Ah, that’s 
the way it was.

for two years. If it is as easy as all that 
to solve the freight rate problems for cit- 
rus growers, the potato raisers, cabbage 
growers and tomato men might club to- 
gether and buy a railroad with vegetables. 
But seriously, the citrus growers mean 
business, and intend to buy ships to 
freight their product to the Atlantic sea- 
board. By ship, a box of oranges, accord- 
ing to the Fruit Growers’ Exchange econo 
mists, can be sent from Los Angeles to 
New York for 90 cents, including haulage 
to the Harbor. The railroad freight on a 
box of oranges for the same distance is 
$1.60. At present, the freight situation is 
in favor of shipping by boat. But it may 
not always be thus. Railroad rates go up 
and down, and so do ocean freights. Five 
years from now, if the citrus growers have 
a line of ships operating between Los An- 
geles and New York, un orseen conditions 
may dictate an ocean rate higher than the 
land rate. In ten years, freighting by air 
may be cheaper than either, on account of 
time saved and refrigerating expense low- 
ered by cool air in high altitudes reached 
by the air ships. However, the citrus 
“growers are determined to lower freight 
rates on their products, and that they will 
succeed some way is unquestioned. 


| Substantial Help. 

FFECTIVE tomorrow, railroad freight 

rates on vegetables, including can- 
taloupes and watermelons, from California 


to Chicago and points in the Middle West 
will be $1.10 per hundred pounds instead 
of $1.25% per hypdred pounds, according 
to an announcement from the Southern Pa- 
cific company. The reduction og 15% cents 
will mean a great saving to vegetable pro- 
ducers and will put heart into the canta- 
doupe, melon, cabbage and onion growers 
and the producers of other vegetables in 
the list affected. Coachella Valley onion 
producers claim that they did not net 20 
cents a crate on onions and that hundreds 
of crates of excellent onions were allowed 
to rot near sidings, chiefly because of the 
high freight rates. The decrease in the 
freight rates will probably mean a much 
larger acreage of onions in the Coachella 
Valley, and cantaloupes in the Imperial 
Valley, as well as increased plantings of 
vegetable

recent series of field meetings on 

the nematode conducted by the Los 
Angeles County Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service and the Horticultural Com- 
missioner have served to arouse the farm- 
ers of the county to the menace of this mi 
croscopic worm.

California has never seriously concerned 
itself with the drainage question. A few of 
us realize that our California reclamation. 
projects are hardly more than keeping even 
with our alkaline and bog land waste due to 
Ack of drainage. Drainage frees the soil 
from deleterious salts, sweetens it, thus per- 
mitting aeration and oxidation; takes off all 
excess water, establishes better soil capil- 
lary activity, and while lowering the water 
table automatically raises the moisture fey 
el.. Plants require moisture, but are easily 

A moist, aerated soll permits the 
conversion of organic material and mineral 
‘salts through bacterial action into plant 
food. A boggy soil starves the plant, besides 
poisoning it, and in the end drowns it. 


There is still another method of water 


conservation, and that is through the utili- 
gation of activated sewage waters. Where 
water is so great an asset as it is with us, 
and where fertilizers are so scanty, neither 
should be permitted to be wasted, but 
through rectification should be converted 
to use ng our frrigable 
acreage and furnishing it with plant food. 
There is another thought. Can we not, 
through clothing our foothills and. moun- 
tains, conserve our water crop, decrease 
evaporation and our enormous loss sus- 
tained thereby, as well as create a humidity 
which might directly increase our rain crop?

One raiser of rabbits who has quite an 
extensive rabbitry utilizes a child's express 
cart, fitted out with a hay rack, built of 
wooden strips and lined with canvas, to 
transport hay from hutch to hutch. The 
canvas lining prevents the loss of the al- 
falfa leaves, the choice part of the hay, 
from the rabbit’s standpoint. This breeder 
also believes it well to moisten hay slightly. 
This makes the leaves of the hay stay on 
the stalk to a great extent, and he believes 
the moistened hay appeals to the rabbit's 
appetite more than the dry hay does. Sev- 
eral hours before feeding time, he places 
the moistene:| hay in his miniature hay- 
rack and, spreading a wet piece of burlap 
over the top of the hay, allows it to “cuie.” 
He is very careful not to wet the hay to 
such an extent That it becomes slippery and 

soggy. He says that it should be only 
slightly moist.

casionally a youngster wll be dragged out 
of the nest box, and in cool weather be- 
come chilled. Many a youngster who has 
come to this pass may be saved, if found in 
time to have first aid administered. A tour 
of the hutches in the early morning, in the 
cooler part of the year, may be the means 
of saving many a baby rabbit’s life, for if 
the young rabbit has not been out too long. 
and becgme too cold, although in some 
cases it may be almost rigid, it is possible, 
with a little trouble, to resuscitate it. This 
may be done by wrapping it in a bit of 
warmed flannel, and placing it by a fire, 
care being taken to see that the flannel is 
kept warm. It is well, too, at night, to 
make sure that none of the youngstérs of 


and escaped notice by huddling up in 
corner of the hutch. 

In chilly weather, if slat floors are used 
in the hutches, a strip of linoleum or a 
smooth board should be placed in each 
hutch for the rabbit or rabbits to lie upon, 
as much cold comes from beneath. 

Some hutches are built with shelves in 
them for the rabbits to lie upon, the 
shelves being at some little distance above 
the floor. This. arrangement seems to be 
much appreciated by does, as it permits 
them to get away from their young for a 
short rest.

The 
suctess of this depends largely on the ma- 
chine—it must be powerful enough to mix 
the two theroughly. The dry lime sulphur 
is not supposed to burn the fruit, but some 
cases of where it had done so were pointed 
out. | 
Mr, Woglum says that scale will cut down 
the prodvction of the grove immensely.

fee per sack for the products sterilized. it 
is the plan of the Federal authorities then 
to turn the plant over to the city of Guay- 
mas, to be operated for the benefit of the 
western farmers. 

Chamber of Commerce representatives 
and business men of Guaymas generally are 
jubilant over the erection of the new plant 
at this city, as it will serve, in their opinion,

ers and prospective grape planters in the 
N Imperial Valley and like regions that young, 
. nonbearing grapevines are very sensitive 
to injury from excess of water soon after 
they are planted. Prof. Bioletti, in & re 
cently issued bulletin on “Vineyard Irriga- 
tion in Arid Climates,” says that young 
vines require comparatively little water, 
once they are started. If the soil is kept 
cultivated sufficient to prevent weed growth, 
little is lost by evaporation, and the needs 
of the vine are easily met. Too frequent 
summer irrigations will tend to promote 
undesirable surface growth, instead of long 
roots deep down into the soil. 

Before planting the vineyard, Prof. Bio- 
letti continues, the soll should be wet to 
the depth the roots can penetrate. This is 
the main irrigation, and in deep soll fur- 
nishes a supply of water which is available 
to the vines all summer. In deep, porous 
soils, the main irrigation may be given after 
the vines have been planted The next 
irrigation should bee given after the vines 
have made a good start of roots and shoots, 
but this irrigation should be light. It is 
best applied from furrows close to and on 
each side of the vines. Late irrigations 
should be applied the same way. When 
intercrops are grown, as is the practice in 
Imperial Valley, more water must be sup- 
plied the intercrop, but must be applied in 
such a way that the intercrop removes the 
extra moisture. 


TEST NEW SYSTEM 
OF VENTILATION. 


With a view to providing a better vent! 
lating system in shipping California fruits 
by boat through the Panama Canal, ar- 
rangements are being made for testing 
three different installations. One is a com 
plete motor fan unit, with intake and ex- 
haust ducts distributed throughout the 
cargo space in one hatch, so that a com- 
plete change of fresh outside air at nor- 
mal temperatures will be drawn into the 
hold every few minutes. Another system 
is a motor fan unit, located in the empty 
refrigerating room, which will blow chilled 
air out of the room, circulate it through 
the fruit, and draw it back over the refrig- 
erating colis. The third system is the use 
of two very efficient exhaust ventilators, 
capable of exhausting air ovt of the cargo 
hold automatically at all times, regardless 
of wind direction, weather or sea condi- 
tions, and working equally as well in 
heavy rains or breaking seas as in calm 
weather. A weatherproof intake pipe may 
be provided for each exhaust ventila-

Also, loading with other commod- 
ities having a high initial heat should be 
avoided. Care should be taken that the 
fruit is not loaded into holds together with 
commodities that are apt to contaminate 
or destroy its general appearance.

especially those giving off chlorine or am- 
monia; vegetables like onions, garlic of 
potatoes; strong smelling spices, and — 
dusty articles as sacked cement and flour.’

itgs. With the hatch covers removed, the 
cowls can be turned to act as intakes, and 
thus force the air out of the open hatch.

TRACTOR INCREASES

The University of Iinois department of 
farm mechanics, after a survey of conditions 
on farms in that State, found that the trac- 
tor increased the efficiency of horses from 
38 to 42 per cent where both were used on 
the same farm. The use of the tractor de- 
creased the number of horses on the farm 
from 27 to 33 per cent. Not only did the 
tractor produce a lower priced power, but it 
enabled the horses that were left on the 
farm to be utilized more days per year, thus 
decreasing the cost of animal power. The 
same authority gives the reduction of hired 
help through tractor use at from one-third to 
two-thirds.

sucking out of the juices from the roots. 
Opportunity for infection of the roois by 
decay-producing organisms is also afforded 
through the work of nematodes. 
METHODS OF CONTROL. 
Nematodes are a particu'sr menace in 
the Gvif States and in portions of Call. 
fornia, due to the fact that in these sec- 
tions the soll never freezes, for cold effec. 
tively keeps this pest in check in regions 
where winter temperatures are low. 
warm climates and under suitable soi] con- 


ditions they continue to increase until 
very few crops indeed will succeed on 
badly infested 


soils. 

Nematodes find the lighter, sandier soils 
much more congenial than the vier 
clay soils, where they rarely become sert 
ous. For this rea oa sandy soils shovld 
be avoided for crops badly attacked by 
nematodes. In badly infested soils it is 
sometimes possible to grow satisfactory 
crops by interplanting with a trap crop 
which is especially susceptible to nema- 
tode attacks, such as beets or turnips or 
other similar root crops. These are later 
pulled up and destroyed. 

A rotation of crops including several not 
bothered by nematodes so that a nema- 
tode-infested crop is only on the land once 
in several years is calculated to keep 
nematodes down. Deep fall plowing, ex- 
posing the soil to sunlight, aids in killing 
a large part of the nematode population. 
Experiments in controlling nematodes 
through the use of chemicals such as cya- 
nide have not proven satisfactory. As a

BUYING THE TRUCK 
THAT FITS THE FARM.

Many ranchers will not purchase a truck 
unless they can, as they say, buy one 
“worth while.” And so they worry along 
with their hauling by teams, and cast en- 
vious eyes toward their iuckier neighbors. 
“Worth while” means to many of them of 
them, a truck that “rumbles along like a 
freight train,” in fact, one that can haul 
halt a carload of produce at once. The 
small truck owner, however, smiles to him- 
self, loads up his truck and makes three 
or four trips, while his neighbor with 
horses makes one, then comes back, after 
he has finished his own hauling, and says, 
“Say, old-timer, how much a ton will you 
give me to haul your stuf to the market?”

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FOOT ROT AND FOREIGN, NUTS 
ARE TOPICS AT WALNUT MEETING. 


T IS believed that the Walnut Growers’ 
Field Day meeting, held at Puente, Friday, 
1 September 16, under the auspices of the 
Walnut Growers’ department of the Los An-

house of the La Puente Valley Walnut As- 
sociation, where the meeting was held. The 
local committee reports having served cof- 
fee to more than 1000 who stayed to hear 
the afternoon program. The Puente plant 
is the largest walnut packing house in the 
world, but the big crowd practically filled 
the storage section. : 

The feature of the morning program was a

a pound. He stated that reliable statistics, 
gathered from growers here in California, 
show a cost of production of more than 14 
cents per pound, clearly indicating the need 
for tariff protection. Uniess given ade- 
quate tariff protection, he declared, the Call- 
fornia walnut growing industry, represent- 
ing some 85,000 acres of California’s best 
lands, must inevitably be crowded out of ex- 
istence. He then outlined. the various sta- 
ges in tariff making, closing with a review of 
the efforts of the Walnut Protective League, 


ithe past seasop, outlining the serious situ- 


ation which faced the association last fall, 
when the harvest season came on. A buy- 
ing slump had just set in, and credits were 
contracting, he said. As a result of this 
situation, practically every co-operative mar- 
keting association in California experienced 
the greatest difficulty in disposing of the 
crop. The Walnut Association overcame 
the slump, first by voluntarily dropping their 
prices thirty per cent, thereby creating favor- 
able public sentiment, and followed by ship- 
ping the crop to eastern warehouses, where 
it was sold in five and ten-bag lots. The 
cost of distribution was carried by the as- 
sociation, but the crop was sold, and the 
markets are clean today for the new crop. 
He advised growers to exercise extra care 
in handling the crop this season, in order 


The last speaker on the program was 
Prof. J. W. Nelson, solls expert from the 
College of Agriculture, who delivered an ad- 
dress on soil and irrigation problems affect- 
ing the walnut industry. Professor Nel- 
son's caution was against overirrigation dur- 
ing the growing season, and underirrigation 
during the fall and winter months. A uni- 
form moisture supply at all times, secured 
only through soil investigations and the use 
of the soll tube or auger, he declared, was 
the key to success in raising first quality 
nuts and healthy, vigorous trees.
